Our Spring a Month Late. 


more or less up to the time of the soaking 
rain in February. Even up to the present 
moment the California weather is not do- 
ing justice to its own reputation. The sea- 
son is at least a month behind the normal. 
Old residents have all seen Aprils when 
at the end of the first week every vineyard 
in Southern California was a sea of vivid 
green, with the vines not only in full leaf, 
but past the flowering stage and the young 
grapes hanging in little bunches under the 
leaves. The deciduous-fruit trees had 
bloomed a month or more before April 
came, and young peaches, apricots, pears 
and plums had formed upon the trees. The 
backward season is not so detrimental to 
our interests as might appear. The rainfall 
is below normal, and the cool weather that 
keeps back the vines is giving the cereal 
and hay crops a chance to get a good hold 
on the ground necessary to resist the heat 
of the sun when meteorological conditions 
normal to California in May shall develop. 
If the backward season shal! only continue 
to lag a month behind we shall probably 
have fairly good crops of the cereals and a 
fair crop of hay, while the vines will bear 
just as many grapes as in the earlier season 
and the deciduous fruits will,also be all the 
better for being a little backward.

The Two Pedagogues. - 


T IS surely somewhat anomalous 
that the »eople of the United 
States, by all odds the richest in the 
world, should be also the most demo- 
cratic. In referring to the wealth of 
the people, we do nct mean that they 
are the wealthiest generally, but insist 
that they are individually, taking in all 
classes of the people. As te the democ- 
racy of the country, there is no other 
that can compare to it, excepting 
Switzerland, where the President, who 
serves for such a short term, continues 
to live in his own house and to attend 
to his rather small private affairs 
while serving as Chief Executive. 
Shallow brains of great activity 
have been puzzling themselves and 
trying to puzzle the rest of us with 
the oft-reiterated question, “What 
shall we do with our ex-Presidents ?” 
Pecple whose minds are able to reach 
a little more profound depth have re- 
plied to this question: “Nothing. Let 
them do with themselves as to them- 
selves may seem good.” Some of our 
ex-Presidents have found good use for 
their time and talents, one having 
gone into the House of Representa- 
tives, where he served his country 
well, and now the last ex-President 
goes into’a professor’s chair in one of 
cur principal universities to teach law. 
There is nothing accidental in the fact 
that President Taft, who leaves the 
office to become a college professor, is 
succeeded in the executive cffice by a 
college professor who becomes Presi- 
dent. 
Most of our Presidents before the 
end of their term of office have been 
at or past the Oslerizing age. Cleve- 
land when first elected was the young- 
est man ever chosen for the high office. 
Roosevelt, another young President, 
was altogether an accident in_ the 
office. Had not his peculiar personal- 
ity and political activities made it de- 
sirable to the people of his own State 
to disembarrass themselves cf Col. 
Roosevelt by forcing him to accept the 
nomination for Vice-President, an 
event followed by the assassination of 
President McKinley, the great Teddy 
never would have’ been President. 
His re-election in 1904 te the Presi- 
dency was in no sense a tribute to his 
own personality. His first adminis- 
tration was simply an echo of the Mc- 
Kinley type of statesmanship, and he 
was no more than a rather dim shadow 
of his murdered predecessor. The 
McKinley administraticn had revived 
American business and set the nation 
forward upon a career of splendid 
achievement which made the Repub- 
lican party almost as sure of electing 
their candidate in 1904 as “death and 
taxes.” When in his second term Col. 
Roosevelt showed himself in his own 
true colors the pecple disapproved so 
thoroughly of Rooseveltism that that 
astute politician saw the handwriting 
on the wall against him and betook 
himself to the wilds of Africa to let the 
American people forget him politi- 
cally. 
Of course to the mind of the .unre-

_ We say this without any disposition 
to belittle President Wilson. What- 
ever measure of success his adminis- 
tration will fail to achieve will be due 
more to his entourage than to, himself. 
His party is, and always has been, 
wrong on the tariff, and will wreck it- 
‘self over the tariff in the Underwood 
Act just as it did in Cleveland’s admin- 
istration upon the Prof. Wilson Act. 
The party is wrong, as it always has 
been, in its view as to our island pos- 
sessions, and is likely to wreck itself 
there again. It is wrong on finance, 
as it has been for twenty years under 
the Bryan conception of fiat money, 
and is likely to wreck itself there 
again. Also under the Bryan leader- 
ship the Democratic party has been 
rankly pcpulistic, and therefore its 
policies are subversive of the funda- 
mental principles of the American 
Constitution and it will wreck itself 
again and again and yet again. 

Former President Taft goes to Yale 
to teach law. His text-book will not 
be the codified statutes cf the State of 
California, Kansas, Iowa or Texas, but 
the Constitution of the United States 
and the decisions of the great jurists 
who have sat upon the Supreme Bench 
of the United States from the begin- 
ning of the government. He will 
teach fundamental law, including the 
fundamental principles of international 
as well as of constitutional law. He 
announces himself as being deter-

the courts. 

Doing this work, Prof. Taft will be 
carrying on a great constructive career 
in American statesmanship which will 
impress itself upon the history of the 
country in the immediate coming gen- 
eration and those that follow. From 
this day forth the renown of Taft will 
spread and become brilliant with each 
passing year, and when some careful 
student cf history, with the analytical 
mind of the historian, shall treat of 
William Howard Taft,-his name will 
stand right up with that of Washing- 
ton, Jefferson and Lincoln as among 
our greatest Presidents, soundest 
statesmen and most useful American 
citizens. |

AS it ever occurred to you what the lot 

of a parson means, particularly in the 
smaller suburban churches? Why, the 
amazing thing is that they can ever get a 
man to stand it. Those little tin-pot com- 
munities are hotbeds of scandal, quarreling, 
mischief-making, back-biting. There is 
scarcely a small suburban community that is 
free from its church dissensions. Glendale 
and Alhambra have both recently lost pas- 
tors under these conditions.

That 
is the only thing for a sensitive parson to 
do under those conditions, and nearly every 
change that occurs in such offices is brought 
about in this ugly manner! 

Two successive parsons have suffered the 


same indignity at Alhambra—good, earnest 
men both of them, but harried and vexed 
by cheap, petty opposing interests until the 
whole idea of Christianity became a scream- 
ing farce. | 

And the Parson’s Wife. 

ROM the moment a new parson sets foot 

in his new paris. troubie begins. Your 
modern suburban Christian is the most in- 
tolerant, self-sucient busybody imagin- 
able. With the best will in the world tLe 
unfortunate parson cannot hope to steer a 
clear road, and if he has a wife, God help 
her! Half the community will love her to 
death and exact her perpetual presence at 
any and every trumpery meeting or assem- 
bly that crops up and the other half will 
find her hopelessly reprehensible, incapable, 
irreligious, undesirable. 

There is no more exacting position than 
that of a parson’s wife. If she enters. fully 
into church affairs, presides at sewing meet- 
ings, mothers’ meetings, Sunday-school 
meetings and charitable congresses she will 
certainly be accused of arrogating to her- 
self undue authority, of pushing herself for- 
ward, of belittling influential members of 
the church and generally encroaching upon 
her position.
